Create Evaluations

Evaluations

Administrators create and manage evaluations that can be attached to training in the catalog. Based
on the first three levels of Kirkpatrick's Evaluation Model, the course evaluation tool includes three
separate evaluations to measure the participant's reaction to the course, the amount of knowledge
the participant gained, and how well the participant transferred the new knowledge to his or her job.

Level 1 Evaluation This is the most common evaluation and is used to measure and record a
learner's reaction to training they've recently completed.

Level 2 Evaluation Measures the transfer of knowledge when the evaluation is taken before and
after the training.

Level 3 Evaluation Measures the transfer of knowledge by evaluating changes in behavior after
the training.

The Question Bank is used to create questions and question categories that are used in the
evaluations. Each evaluation level has its own question bank.
